Gophers Outlast Trojans 
In Rain-Delayed Series

OMAHA—tThe giants of collegiate baseball collided in the most 
weird College World Series in 14 years and powerful Minnesota 
fought its way to the NCAA national championship. 
Minnesota, in the third extra-inning game with Southern Cali- 
fornia, scored a 2-1, 10-inning triumph for the championship. It was 


the second crown for the District 
4 Golden Gophers who took the 
1956 title . 


From the very outset of the 
1960 College World Series strange 
things were happening. For ex- 
ample: 


—The opening gare between Ari- 
zona and Oklahoma State was 
delayed 2 hours by a power fail- 
ure in Omaha Stadium. 

—Then the tournament was 
plagued by 4 days of rain that 
made the 1960 College World 
Series the longest in history. 


—North Carolina Coach Walter 
Rabb became the first casualty 
of the tourney when his team was 
taking an indoor workout at 
Boy’s Town while the rain delay- 
ed the tourney. Rabb, while run- 
ning, tripped and broke his left 
wrist and pulled the ham string 
in his thigh. Still, he guided his 
team in the Series, although he 
went to the field in an ambulance 
and directed the team while he 
lay on a stretcher. 


—Marriage also highlighted the 
1960 championships. Arizona 
Catcher Alan Hall, who signed a 
reported $60,000 bonus contract 
with the Yankees at the tourna- 
ment’s conclusion, honeymooned 
in Omaha. He was married just 
before the World Series. And 
2 Minnesota players — Pitch- 
er Larry Molsather and Outfield- 
er Ron Causton, left the delayed 





tourney to be married Saturday 
and then returned to aid the 
Gophers in their championship 
bid. 

Before the 1960 Series, the na- 
tional poll of COLLEGIATE 
BASEBALL newspaper ranked 
as the top teams Minnesota, Okla- 
homa State, Southern Cal and 


| Arizona in that order. And all 


4 teams—in probably the best 
showing for a national poll— 
marched into the _ semi-finals, 
Oklahoma State, getting a 7-0 no- 
hitter en route by Jim Wixson 
against North: Carolina. 

Minnesota and Southern Cal 
duelled in 3 extra-inning games. 
In the third round, SC got a 7-0 
lead in the first 2 innings then 
stretched it to 11-2. But Minne- 
sota tied the game and won in 
extra innings. It rained through 
the last 4 innings and the field 
became so sloppy that USC’s 
stellar pitcher, Bruce Gardner— 
the winningest collegiate pitcher 
in the nation with a 17-1 record— 
threatened to take off his shoes 
and pitch bare-footed. 

In the first championship 
game Gardner was the winner on 


‘a brilliant route-going 11-inning 


hurling job. He gave up only 7 
hits in topping another fine pitch- 
ing performance by Minnesota 
sophomore Bob Wasko. Southern 
Cal’s 4-3 victory sent the tourna- 
ment into an extra game. 


And Minnesota took the victory

SIOUX CITY, Iowa — Whitworth College of Spokane surprised 
a field of 8 to capture the National Assn. of Intercollegiate Athletics’ 
(NAIA) 1960 baseball championship. 
The tournament was held the previous 3 years at Sul Ross Col- 
lege in Alpine, Texas. It was sponsored in Sioux City by the local 


Jaycees and underwritten by the 
Century Club, an organization of 
140 local businessmen who uni- 
fied their efforts to support the 
event. 

Champion Whitworth, a Pres- 
byterian school with an enroll- 
ment of 950, used a 2-man pitch- 
ing staff of Ray Washburn and 
Tom Ingram to post 3 shutouts 
in 5 games, including a 4-0 vic- 
tory over Georgia Southern of 
Statesboro in the finals. It was 
the Pirates’ third game with Geor- 
gia Southern in the double-elimin- 
ation tourney. 

Washburn, a 6-1, 200 pound 
senior, was uninimously named 
the tournament’s’ outstanding 
player and certainly was con- 
sidered the most valuable by 
some 30 major league scouts who 
watched his blazing fast ball 
strike out 37 hitters in 19 innings. 

Coach Paul Merkel relieved 
Washburn after rain delayed the 
championship game for a half 
hour in the third inning, taking 
no chances of harming his arm. 
Ingram hurled 5-hit ball in the 
last 6 innings for his second tri- 
umph in 3 decisions with Georgia 
Southern. Earlier, the sophomore 
righthander blanked the Eagles, 
1-0, in the second round and then 
was routed by the Georgians, 12-1, 
in the semifinals.

Washburn stopped the defend- 
ing champions, Southern Univer- 
sity of Baton Rouge, 7-0, on 4 
hits in the third round, while 
fanning 61. Earlier, he fanned 18 
and allowed 1 hit in the 7 in- 
nings he worked against host-col- 
lege Morningside of Sioux City. 
In all, he gave 5 hits and no runs 
in 37 innings. 

Georgia Southern lived up to 
its darkhorse role. The Eagles’ 
ousted Southern University, 3-1, 
in the last semifinal game. Three 
teams remained with 1 loss after 
the fourth day and a coin toss 
was made to determine the bye.

It yielded only 
11 runs and 24 hits, including the 
3 Whitworth contests. Not until 
the finals did any team score 
more than 2 runs or 4 hits a

Southern University’s . defend- 
ing champions were co-favored 
to repeat along with Sam Hous- 
ton State of Huntsville, Texas. 
Coach Bob Lee’s Jaguars had to 
rally twice to defeat Sam Hous- 
ton and eliminate the Bearkats. 
They scored 8 times in the eighth 
inning of the second round game 
to win, 10-8, and then ousted Sam 
Houston in the semifinals, 8-6, 
overcoming a 4-run deficit in the 
first inning. 

Omaha University, last year’s 
runner-up to Southern, survived 
until the consolation third round 
when the Indians were taken out 
by Sam Houston, 4-1. Southern 
Illinois, another tournament con- 
tender a year ago, lost 2 close 
bames to Southern University 
and Indiana (Pa.)

Collegiate Rules Pass Test 


Collegiate baseball rules have passed their 
3-year test. 

It was 3 years ago that collegiate coaches, 
led by Archie Allen of Springfield College, be- 
gan writing their own set of rules. This season 
Allen polled coaches from coast-to-coast to test 
the effectiveness of the rules. Here are some 
conclusions «from the questionnaire survey: 


—Coaches agreed 142-7 that the college rules 
are effective and clear as written. 

-——Coaches voted in favor of a speed-up type 
of game, 97-54, but they were strongly against 
eliminating the pitcher’s warm-up pitches from 
the mound, the throwing the ball around the 
infield after an out and allowing a courtesy 
runner for pitcher or catcher after 2 outs so

‘Monsters’ Destroy Colleges 


(Editor’s Note: The following column by 
Sports Editor John F. Steadman of the Balti- 
more News-Post, won top prize in the feature 
category (circulation 50,000 and above) of the 
AACEC writing contest. It is reprinted here 
to show how a sports editor in a major league 
town feels about college baseball.) 

By JOHN F. STEADMAN 

Major league baseball continues to make a 
Frankenstein out of itself. It has succeeded in 
cutting its own minor leagues to shreds. 

Not satisfied with that, it is now turning its 
werewolf attentions to college athletics. 

Raids are being made on student-players not 
yet graduated. The scouts come in, bait kids 
with lavish bonuses, talk them into signing and 
do irreparable harm to college baseball with 
a swipe of the pen. 

Some of the hard-hearted pros say college 
ball dosen’t mean anything. They choose to ex- 
cuse their selfish motives by ridiculing the 
source of supply. 

It’s unfair, unfortunate and unforgiveable. 

Frank Howard, athletic director and football 
coach at Clemson, is the latest to voice disgust 
over the raiding tactics of professional baseball. 
The Cleveland Indians came on the Clemson 
campus in quest of a pitcher-outfielder named 
Tyrone Cline. 

They got him for a $40,000 bonus. Cline had 
another year of college eligibility remaining 
but that didn’t deter the Indians. The Cleveland 
club worked the same way in its quest of Gene 
Leek out at the University of Arizona. 

Leek, spring a year ago, had his final vars- 
ity season upcoming. In another 90 days he 
would be due to graduate. But, the Indians, 
with no regard for the university, its faculty, 
coaches and educational system, took Leek out 
of school. 

Clemson’s Howard, who is one of the top re- 
cruiters for football talent, has no quarrel with 
the pros signing youngsters after they have 
gotten their diplomas. 

In fact, he applauds when a Clemson product 
merits such financial attention as to be sought 
by the professionals. 

But in losing Cline, it means that Clemson 
has again been deprived of a baseball player 
who still had college eligibility remaining. The 
same thing happened previously at Clemson 
when the Dodgers grabbed Joe Landrum, the 
Braves Joe Hazle and the Orioles Billy O’Dell, 
now a San Francisco Giant. 

Once a youngster enters college, the scouts 
should not be permitted to sign him until his 
class graduates. This is the practice the Na- 
tional Football League has followed for 25 
years and it works to the advantage of boy, 
school and pro team. 





Professional baseball doesn’t seem to care 
that it has made itself so unpopular with col- 
lege administrators. Well, the day is coming 
when the major leagues might have to rely ful- 
ly on college baseball. 

We foresee the time, when the colleges, save 
for the AAA leagues, will be the minors of 
basball. 

The the colleges will deal with the upper 
hand. Howard, speaking from Charleston, S.C., 
said, “We have been trying to cooperate with 
the major league scouts but I’m not too sure 
they are going to be welcome around here.” 

Pro baseball should be free to sign a boy 
when he comes out of high school. But if the 
lad enters college, then he deserves every 
chance to complete his education without being 
interfered with. 

Virtually all of the 1,600 colleges in the 
country which field baseball teams have been 
hurt by the invasion of scouts at one time or 
another. 

In round figures, a boy on an athletic 
scholarship, or “ride,” represents a $10,000 in- 
vestment at some colleges. 

The number of scholarships a college can 
offer is limited. So when a boy is given one, 
baseball should adopt a hand-off policy. 

The individual also will be better equipped 
for his life ahead if he has the educational 
background so necessary today. No question 
of it. 

Top industries are scouting scientists and 
engineering students all the time. But did you 
ever hear of the Martin Company, Westing- 
house, Bethlehem Steel or Bendix taking a 
prospect out of college? Never happen. 

The Baltimore Orioles are probably just as 
guilty as the other 15 major league outfits. 
They sign kids off campuses, too. Jim Mc- 
Laughlin, Oriole farm director, says, however, 
he would be in favor of a college rule. 

“We had one several years ago,” he re- 
marked, “In fact, right now Lee MacPhail, our 
president, is on a major league committee 
studying the advisability of such a regulation. 
If it is universal, I would be for it. But I don’t 
think we should put ourselves in a disadvantage 
by staying away from college boys if the other 
teams are going to go after them. 

McLaughlin would like to see a stipulation 
made that at the end of a boy’s freshman year 
in college, providing he had academic difficulty, 
he could be signed by the professionals. This 
sounds reasonable. 


But the way baseball is running roughshod 


in its continuing campus stampede something 
is going to have to be done. Restraining 
measures are long overdue. How about it, Ford 
Frick?

LOS ANGELES — Fresco Thompson, vice president and direc- P ortland Loses 
tor of minor league clubs for the World Champion Los Angeles 
Dodgers, has firm convictions about college coaching, signing of 
collegiate baseballers and the use of the Dodgers’ new stadium for 


the NCAA playoffs. 


Here are the answers that 
‘Thompson submitted in a ques- 
tion — answer interview. 


QUESTION: Do you feel that 
college coaching is improving? 


ANSWER: Yes. Colleges are 
placing more emphasis on base- 
ball than ever before. They are 
hiring and retaining better coach- 
es. As a result, better ball players 
are being produced. Naturally, 
better coaching brings a much 
finer knowledge of the game and 
‘this shows up when a team is 
playing. 


QUESTION: How do you feel 
about pro clubs signing a college 
player? Should there be legisla- 
tion during a player’s 4 years 
in college to prohibit the pros 
from signing him? 

ANSWER: I am in favor of a 
rule to restrict the signing of a 
college player during his team’s 
season. I think it is a foolish 
policy to sign players while the 
season is progressing. It tears 
down the morale of the team. 
For example, if a certain player 
is the ‘key’ man in the team’s 
drive towards a championship 
and is suddenly signed, what hap- 
pens as a result? It hurts the 
morale of everybody connected 
with his club. We have experi- 
enced the same thing in minor 
league baseball when we trans- 
fer a player to another team. It 
upsets the fans. We know it also 
injures the team’s morale. How- 
ever, I am opposed to an iron- 
clad rule that would forbid the 
signing of a player during: his 











entire 4 years of college. Why 
am I against such a rule to pro- 
hibit the signing of a college 
player during his 4 year period? 
Because there are circumstances 
where a player is a poor student 
or there is a hardship case at 
home and he must sign. That is 
why I am opposed to a 4-year 
ban. 


QUESTION: Since you are a 
vice president of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, do you think that Presi- 
dent Walter O’Malley would ever 
consider staging the NCAA play- 
off at the new Chavez Ravine 
ball park? 


ANSWER: I am sure Mr. 
O’Malley would favor the use of 
the new Chavez Ravine ball park 
to stage the Collegiate World 
Series if the NCAA and the 
American Assn. of College Base- 
ball Coaches would sanction it. I 
am also certain he would use all 
the forces at his command to 
make the Collegiate World Series 
a success. 

QUESTION: What do _ you 
think of the Collegiate World 
Series? 


ANSWER: The holding of the 
Collegiate World Series at Omaha 
is a tremendous thing. It serves 
as a tremendous incentive for all 
college teams to earn the right 
to play. It puts a goal before 
each college and gives it’ some- 
thing to go after. I also think the 
district playoffs add tremendous 
incentive. It gives the college 
team prestige. It is a real honor

Baseball 
Dominates 
Allen’s Life 


Springfield Coach 
‘All Wrapped Up’ 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass. — Al 
len’s the name — baseball’s the 
game. That’s the whole story of 
Archie Allen in a nutshell .The 
Springfield College head diamond 
mentor has been wrapped up in 
the “grand old game” for most 
of his life. 

Now in his i2th season at the 
helm of the Maroon baseball 
forces, Allen, a 1937 graduate of 
Springfield College, took some 
time off to play for the New 
York Yankee organization, as 
well as scouting for the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates and the ex-Brook- 
lyn Dodgers and managing in the 
Northern Baseball League in No- 
via Scotia, before returning to 
the SC campus in 1949 for his 
masters degree in physical edu- 
cation. 

Down through the years, Allen- 
taught prodigies have turned te 
professional baseball careers up- 
on graduation from Springfield. 
In the 1958 crop, Archie’s best 
year, Hugh Mendez, national col- 
legiate base stealing champ (21) 
signed with the Rookie League 
in Nebraska, and teammate 
Wayne Wilson, national collegi- 
ate leader in triples for 1 season 
(7), also signed with a Nebras- 
ka club. 

From the 1955 team, pitcher 
Jack Sanford signed a Class A 
contract with York, Pa., a Pi- 
rate farm club in the Eastern 
League. Catcher Al Barber was 
named “Rookie of the Year” in 
the Western League at Keokuk 
and First baseman Al Griggs 
signed with the Pirate organiza- 
tion in New Orleans. 

One of Archie’s biggest thrills 
came in the 1951 NCAA tourna- 
ment at Omaha — it was his 
first trip to the College World 
Series — when his Maroons top- 
ped Bibb Falk’s Texas Long- 
horns, 5-1, in the first game of 
the tourney. He returned again 
in 1955. 

A native of Pittsfield, Mass., a 
good baseball town in the Berk- 
shires, Allen has traveled exten- 
sively. He has conducted clinics 
in Alaska, South America and 
Honduras. 

In 1958, he piloted his team to 
a 17-3 record and played host to 
the Eastern Regional NCAA 
tournament, out of which came 
his first Eastern tourney title. 
Previously he had claimed a pair 
of New England championships 
— guided his teams to 5 play- 
o 

Known throughout Western 
Massachusetts, and New England 
for that matter, as one of the 
finest strategists in the collegi- 
ate game today, he has written 
one book on the rudiments of the 
game — “Handbook of Baseball 
Drills” — and is now working on 
another. 

Presently serving as the chair- 
man of the NCAA Rules Com- 
mittee, he is also secretary-treas 
urer of the New England Asso, 
of College Baseball Coaches.

Tom Orton, the hard-hitting Valparaiso 
university catcher signed to $25,000 bonus by 
the Detroit Tigers after graduation, is being 
held up as an object lesson by college base- 
ball people. 

The hard-hitting 6-2, 190 pounder catcher, 
who received his first bonus offer 7 years 
ago when a sophomore in high school, signed 
with the Tiger Southern Assn. team of Birm- 
ingham. 

More than a cold war has been going on 
in recent years between the collegiate dia- 
mond tutors, and their athletic staffs, and 
the professional baseball scouts, some of 
whom reportedly leave no stone upturned in 
their efforts to sign a hot prospect, regard- 
less of his wishes or what might be ob- 
viously best for him. 

The college people compare their caliber 
of baseball to that provided in the minor 
league Class D without any of the wearying 
travel problems, poor living conditions, ab- 
ominable playing and dressing facilities, and 
other factors that are traditionally associat- 
ed with minor league baseball. 

They further contend that it is grossly 
unfair to jerk a boy off a college campus, 
or fresh out of high school, and make it 
extremely hard, if not impossible, for him 
to gain a college education. 

The extreme rigors of trying to play pro 
baseball and continue or gain a college edu- 
cation in the off-season have washed out 
many boys who would easily have completed 
a college education over a normal 4-year 
period, it is contended. 

Once in pro baseball, the only way a 
player can continue college work is via cor- 
respondence courses or else report late for 
the fall semester, and this requires special 
cooperation and permission from the school. 
The spring semester. of course, is completely 
out. 

Al Pilarcik, Baltimore Oriole outfielder 
who attends Valparaiso during the fall 
semesters by special permission, provides 
an excellent comparison . 

The defensive specialist of Paul Richards 
has. been attending Valparaiso for years, 
way back before 1955, and still has work to 
complete, 1 semester, before he gains his 
degree. 

Orton came to Valparaiso in 1956 as a 
highly touted baseball prospect who the pros 
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had been chasing since his sophomore year 
in high schgol when he played on the Ar- 
thur’s club of Detroit that won a National 
Amateur championship. 

The talented backstop withstood offers 
(which at one time reached $40,000) for 
4 years of college, earned a college degree, 
and still picked up a good-sized, 5-figure 
bonus. 

Those who advocate the finisk-college 
approach point out that Orton has lost little 
if anything by waiting and finishing the 
degree. 

He still signed for a big bonus, has the 
experience of good college competition, and 
has a degree which he will never grow too 
old to use. The degree, in modest estimation, 
is a ticket to a better job and quicker ad- 
vancement, once he is through playing base- 
ball, and is worth thousands of dollars in in- 
creased income over a lifetime. 

Now a more seasoned and mature ball 
player, Orton is hence a better risk for the 
major league clubs since his record in col- 
lege play speaks for itself. 

He never hit below .333 (his junior year) 
and put a blazing sophomore year of .508 in 
in front of the .333 and finished up his sen- 
ion year with a sound .370. 

As important as his hitting ability are his 
skills as a catcher; Orton has an exceptional 
throwing arm and handled over 400 chances 
in 3 years. He was charged with 5 errors, 
2 of these highly controversial. 

Orton was Most Valuable Player in the 
Indiana Collegiate Conference as a soph, 
runner-up as a junior, and the returns are 
not in as yet on this year’s balloting. He was 
also a member of the United States team in 
in 1959 Pan American games. 

Orton in addition played both guard and 
forward his sophomore year in basketball 
starting several games, and was a regular 
forward his junior and senion years, beating 
out bigger men both seasons with fierce 
competitive play, teamwork, and aggressive 
rebounding. 

Though only 6-2 with 3 men 6-8 or better 
on the 1958-59 basketball squad, Orton led 
the cage team in rebounding. He averaged 
7 points a game as a soph, 12 as a junior, 
and dropped back slightly to an 11-point 
average this year. 

The collegians think they have a case and 
Orton can certainly be stamped an excellent 
exhibit A as proof.
